I tried to get in touch with 
Lt Gilmore as he knew I worked for Jack and night want to get in touch with 
me. He wasnSt in so X talked to Zt Cornwall. He took my phone number so 
T told him I would just come on down. I drove my 1951s Pontiac to the 
nolice station. I came alone.
